guards and a policeman and fled 
in an

sacks of the mail. Value of their 
loot was undertermined but police 
police did not believe it was very 
large. 
One of the guards, Ward 
Mc- 
Cartney, 32, of Elkhart, Ind., a mall 
clerk, received three bullets In his 
body. Vincent Connors, a motor- 
cycle patrolman, was shot five tim- 
es when he attempted to hold the 
bandits' car. The 
other 
guards 


Francis E. Lieber, a Pullman por- 
ter, who was shot in one side, and 
Charles J. Dananaugh, a railroad 
detective, who was shot 
in one 


knee. 
The taxicab, loaded with mail, 


..jid just left the Delaware, Lack- 
awaanna'' and Western railroad sta- 
tion bound for the New York Cen- 
tral station. 
As th;e taxi halted at a traffic In- 


tersection the 
bandit 
car drew 


alongside. Two men in the front 
aeat waved revolvers at the guards 
rfgnLtiordered ".stick 'em up." The 
fljlbBndit, in the rear seat, held 
'^/-^'-^J off shotgun. The guards, 
the command, reached 


for their guns and the 
bandits 


poured a hail of led into the taxi. 


One of them jumped to ther un- 


ning board of the taxi and pushing 
aside the body of McCartney, who 
had collapsed over the sacks, threw 
several into the tonneau of his au- 
tomobile. 
The traffic light had changed to 


green in the meanwhile and the 
bandits sped away. Connor, attract- 
ed by the shots, was knocked from 
his motorcycle at the first volley 
from the escaping 
bandits, 
who 


then pumped several more into his 
body as they sped past.

LITTLE SISTER OF WORLD'S 


BIGGEST AIRSHIP READY FOR 
RESCUE EMERGENCY MONDAY 


RST, N. J., Oct. 15. 


The little sister of the World's 


biggest airship was ready today for 
rescue work. 
Four years ago today the U. S. 


S. Los Angeles arrived at the nav- 
al air station after a flight from 
Friedrichshafen, Germany, and to- 
day, gas filled and fuelled 
and 


ready for the air, it was in condi- 
tion, should conditions warrant, to 
offer assistance to the Graf Zep- 
pelin flying its torturous way 
to 


Lakehurst from Friedrichshafen. 
Just what assistance the Los 


Angeles might 
render the 
Graf, 


should the larger ship run out of 
fuel or prove to be more serious- 
ly disabled than reports of a dam- 
aged fin yesterday indicated, re- 
mained a matter of conjecture. But 
officers asserted it was far from 
an impossibility that smaller ship 
might drop a tow line to the new- 
comer and tow her into port like 
any tug escorting a 
liner. 


If this procedure should prove 


impractical, it still might be pos- 
sible to lower fuel for continuance 
of the journey from one ship to 
the other. 
But 
despite 
these 
persistent 


alarms all official word was to the 
effect that no real anxiety was felt 
for the Graf Zeppelin despite its 
many hours in the air. 


Roads for miles about the hangar 


were congested with tangled traf- 
fic composed of the thousands of 
automobiles in which 
a Sunday 


multitude had come to see the over- 
seas ship and had tried to go home 
all at once when It was 
learned 
that the new zeppelin would not 
arrive until today. 
It was the 


worst traffic snarl in the memory 


of the state police who labored 
through the night to unravel it, 
and thousands slept in cars block- 
ed from all progress. 


And they slept hungry, hundreds 


of them, for the food supplies of 
the air station and surrounding 
communities were Inadequate to 
take care of the rush of visitors. 


This feeling of amity was not en- 


tirely mirrored'at the air station 
itself, where a certain feeling of 
irritation was evident in certain 
quarters because more detailed in- 
formation of progress was not fur- 
nished by the zeppelin. 


Reports were that repeated mes- 


sages from the air station to 
the 


dirigible were unanswered. In at 
least one instance the reason being 
given that "we are too busy send 
ing press." 
The only press copy 


being sent from the zeppelin is 
the stories of correspondents for 
a news syndicate which purchased 
exclusive rights to the flight story. 


At 11.12 a. m., today a message 


was received at the naval air sta- 
tion from Commander Rosendahl, 
stating that 600 square meters of 
inter-lined fabric would be needed 
to resurface the lower port hori- 
zontal fin of the Graf Zeppelin. Of- 
ficers here sent wqrd to him that 
the fabric was in stock here. The 
covering of the fin was torn Sat- 
urday, according to radio messages 
at that time, when the Zeppelin hit 
a squall. 


As the Zeppelin circled over the 


capital, a large hole in the port 
horizontal stablizer was plainly vis- 
ible. 


Experts said the hole in the port 


horizontal was about thirty 
feet 


long and fifteen feet wide.

FORT WORTH, Oct. 12. 


Varied opinions on the probable 
status of the turkey market were 
expressed at the opening session 
of .the annual fall convention of 
the Butter, Egg and Poultry asso- 
ciation Friday morning at the Tex- 
a£ Hotel. 


While some held strongly to the 


conviction that turkeys will be 
plentiful and prices lower than In

ers in urging the Texas poultry- 
men to "buy cautiously" and 'at a 
price that will make the market

than 
restrictive. 


They were warned against exper- 
iences of the past when turkey 
raisers lost heavily by buying at 
too high a market only to find the 
market flooded and prices down.
